It was a society of mediocrity 
and its critics, if not killed outright, at least had their 
criticism vitiated and their energies re-directed by appoint- 
ment to a committee. 

The “hero” of the book, if memory serves, was ap- 
pointed by Big Brother to a subcommittee of a subcom- 
mittee so that instead of deviating from what the society of 
the day said he should think and do, he had his thoughts 
re-directed into channels less likely to disrupt the Estab- 
lished Order.

Last week School District Superintendent Dr. Mel 
Homfeld reported that the Menlo Park school agency is 
planning to revamp its social studies program, in an attempt 
to breathe a little more life and meaning into the curricu- 
lim as established years ago and as maintained by the 
state department of education under Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Roy Simpson. 

In the past few years there have been criticisms of the 
state-approved course in elementary school social studies: 
There are claims of too much concentration on “Indians,” 
too little attention is paid to what are referred to as “the 
Wellsprings of western civilization,” an inappropriately 
large amount of concentration put on the picturesque and 
interesting but not particularly long-lived Spanish oecu- 
pation of California, among others. 

Considering that civilization itself has changed more 
rapidly in the past 10 years than in any other similar period 
in world history, it would seem appropriate that courses 
of study should change also. 

But has it? Has “Big Brother” in Sacramento seen fit 
to modify such things as the social science course of study? 
The answer, of course, is a loud “no.” 

And what have the state department of education, Dr. 
Roy Simpson, and the various bureaucrats in Sacramento 
done, instead? 

Why, just like “Big Brother” in Orwell's book, they've 
appointed likely critics — educators who have misgivings 
about the curriculum as it exists — to comniittees. 

Dr. Homfeld himself sat on one of these committees 
two summers ago in Santa Barbara. Other educators from 
this area, as well as those of more distant parts of the state, 
also find themselves appointed to study groups, which 
spend weeks of cussing and discussing and then file reports 
with Sacramento, 

And what becomes of the reports? 

\ Nothing. 
And Big Brother marches on.

Feeling they're in the driver's seat, the college district's 
administrators and trustees arent going to compromise 
their control, just to accommodate the south county. 

The Sequoia District trustees, on the other hand, face 
a growing problem that will have to be solved sooner or 
later. The need for education beyond high school is grow- 
ing; as the number of graduates grows, this need will be- 
come imperative. 

The Sequoia trustees have proposed that the south 
county join the San Mateo college district, as the most 
economical method of solving the problem. 

We hope that worthiness of purpose will stimulate 
heads of both districts to act like educators sincerely con-

Municipal Report: 


Board Members’ Table Shapes Encourage Speaches 


The size and shape of the ta- 
ble used by a decision-making 
organization has a lot to do 
with how much work the group 
gets done, and how its mem- 
bers behave. 

This is the observation of 
Professor C. Northcote Parkin- 
son, discoverer of “Parkin- 
son’s Law” regarding growth 
of managerial units and Raffles 
professor at the University of 
Malaya. 

Parkinson’s observation has 


local applications. * 


For instance, the Menlo Park 
city council and the Menlo 
Park planning commission, in 
their official sessions, sit on a 
raised dais facing the audi- 
ence. 

A member at one end of 
the platform can’t address a 
member at the other except in 
2 loud voice and, since he’s fac- 
ing the audience anyhow, he 
usually winds up making a 
speech. 

The Menlo Park Elementary 
School District board of trus- 
tees is similarly situated and 
speechmaking goes on there, 
too. 

The Menlo Park Fire Dis- 
trict board of commissioners, 

on the other hand, meets 
around a single table and 
the speedy and uncomplicat- 
ed meetings take on the 
form cf a huddle. 

The three commissioners sit 
around one end; newspaper re- 
porters and the district’s own 
secretary meet along the sides 
and the Fire District’s chiel 
administrative officer, Chict 
George Carter, sits at the oth 
er end. 

Room would naturally be 
made for any members of the 
public who might care to at 
tend but the informality of 
the operation, which is con- 
cerned exclusively with techni- 
calities of firefighting and pub- 
lice safety, doesn’t draw much 
of an audience. 

The city council and plan- 
ning commission, on the other 
hand, do business concerned 
with property classification, as- 
sessment districts and the like 
and when money is at stake an 
interested audience is assured. 

Atherton’s town council 
meets on a raised dais, facing 
an audience also. But council 
members sit shoulder to shoul 
der and their meetings are less 
formal than those of Menlo 
Park’s. 

The Menlo Park Sanitary 
District board of trustees has 
the undeniably important task 
of overseeing the installation 
and operation of the communi- 
ty’s sewers which, when cone 
considers it, have more to do 
with the health of the commu- 
nity than any other single in- 
stallation. 

But conversations concern- 
ing pipe diameters, gradi- 
ents, rate of flow, pump ¢a- 
pacity and so forth are fair- 
ly unexciting even if they 
are important, so the sani- 
tary district board doesn’t 
draw much of an audience 
either. Its members there- 
fore meet rather informally. 

There’s reason to believe 

that the speechmaking im- 
pedes the public business, ev- 
en if it is democratic. For in- 
stance, when the planning com- 
mission wants to hold an infor- 
mal meeting it does so in the 
pbuilding inspector’s office — 

a point where all the records 
are handy and where the plan- 
ners can lounge around at ran- 
dom. 

The meetings are public and 
the planners are forbidden to 
take any formal actions at 
their informal meetings. But 
it’s recognized that their for- 
mal sessions, with all mem- 


bers facing the audience, 
would drag on interminably 
without the preliminary brief- 
ings. 

The Menlo Park city coun- 
cil’s informal meetings are 
much like their formal ones; 
everybody sits at a table fac- 
ing the audience. However, 
there are chairs on the “audi- 
ence” side of the table and in- 
dividuals with business to sub- 
mit are encouraged to occupy 
these chairs, park their elbows 
on the table, and literally “get 
their heads together” with the 
councilmen. 

The table, incidentally, is 
moved from its raised posi- 
tion to one on the floor so 
the salons won’t appear so 
awesome when they’re meet- 
ing informally. 

The school board recently 
set itself a ‘time limit’ on 
meetings, and strives to get 
the business of the evening 
completed by 10:30 p.m. Whe- 
ther this has actually resulted 
in more expeditious handling 
of public business or not is a 
moot point; with its building 
program getting under way, 

the school board has _ been 
holding a lot of special meet- 
ings and items not covered in 
previous meetings have a way 
of slipping in. 

A couple of other things 
creep in to make the school 
boards’ meetings among the 
iongest in the area:

lem — transportationwise, aca- 
demically or socially—thinks 
it’s the most important prob- 
lem in the world. They want 
the school board to, do some- 
thing about it, and they take 
a lot of time to say so. 

For another, the school 
board’s members are sincere- 
ly interested in better educa- 
tion and they're apt to spend 
a lot of time finding out, from 
the district superintendent, 
business manager and curricu- 
lum consultant just exactly 
how they should proceed to 
get it. 

A third factor is the propen- 
sity of educators for writing 
reports. Professional sechool- 
men with careers of scholar- 
ship behind them in which 
they’ve written inexhaustible 
numbers of theses, reports, ar- 
ticles for trade magazines, 
summaries of committee find- 
ings, and notes on seminars 
they've attended aren't apt to 
change their habits just for 
school board meetings, parti- 
cularly when what they have 
to say ought to be in the rec- 
ord anyhow. 

Some day, though, a new 
kind of “expert” will appear 
on the scene. He'll be the one 
who will guarantee to shorten 
public meetings simply by rec- 
ommending new table shapes 
for the various governing 
boards. 

He will probably demand a 
good price for this service but 
all “experts” do.

Redistricting for Supervisors 
Looms as Source of Problems ii

With all the headlines

Reluctance to change is a) 
cad trait with some gardeners. | 
They haven't the heart to up-| 
root an ailing plant of long as- 
sociation and will minister to 
its ailments as to those of a} 
siek friend. Which is all very 
sentimental, but it’s not good 
eardening. 

There comes a time when | 
sentiment must be brushed 
aside—when you have to 
take a rose by the thorns, so | 
to speak, and give it the old 
heave-ho. It may grieve you | 
at first, but the pain soon 
passes. 

We mention this now be: 
cause October is an_ ideal 
month to harden your heart 
und take inventory in the gar | 


us it’s a month to plant new | 
evergreens and perennials and 
to prepare for the bareroot sea 
son that will arrive all too 
spon. 

“> Worst hangers-on in most 

gardens are ailing roses. 

And why we don’t know, for 

there are few sadder sights 

than a rose that doesn’t per- 
form well. It detracts from 
the rest of the planting and 
from the garden in general. 
Check your rose garden first 
and uproot the bad ones, 

Work peat and steer manure 

into the old soil, then let it 

lie fallow until new roses 
reach the market in Decem- 
ber. 

Next most disgraceful spot 
in many gardens is the founda 
tion planting. Through the 
years, many foundation shrubs 
grow all out of proportion, to 
their function which is basical 
ly to tie house and garden to- 
gether. They often hide the 
house instead. Don’t hestitate 
to rip them out and come 
back at the area with shrubs 
more suitable to today’s tastes 
— junipers, perhaps, or India 
hawthorne, or even dwarf ci 
trus for a new twist. 

Third most resistant to 
change are trees that have 
overgrown their place to ob- 
literate or overpower the 
small garden. Because a tree 
has been growing for years 
seems to qualify it for per- 
manence in the minds of 
some. Resist this attitude 
and‘take steps to renew the 
planting. 

In short, don’t close your 


mind to change in the garden 
anymore than you would in the 
house. Redecorating is com 
monplace inside and should be 
outside, too.
